Office action. 

Claims 14-28,30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combination of applicants admitted prior art, Endo et al '150, Europe '440, Wang et al '947, Somekh and 
Zhao. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 4/25/02. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant argues that the teachings of Europe '440 are not applicable to the process of the 
combination. However, Europe '440 discloses SiC as useful for barrier layer 4, interlayer dielectric layers 5 
and 9 and barrier layer 8. The pointed to teachings do not render invalid those relied on in the statement of 
the rejection.
